WAR PREPARATIONS 
NO LONGER A SECRET 


Fifty Thousand Troops Will Afrrive 
in Far East Shortly—Alleged 
That Japan Is: Trying To 
Create Riots in 
Korea. 


St. Petersburg, February !.—In Spite of 
the expressed hope of the Russian au- 
thorities that the present crisis will be 
passed and that a pacific solution of the 
Russo-Japanese negotiations will be 
reached, it is 
Russia is practically prepared for eventu- 
alities. the mobilization of the 
Manchurian reserves was announced, 

It has beén well known for months that 
Russia has steadily strengthening 
her army and navy in the Far East to 
meet the preparations which Japan was 
openly making, The available warships 
Were dispatched to the Far East and the 
last division which left the Mediterra- 
nean a month ago is now nearing its des- 
tination quietly, but surely. It was nec- 
essary that Russia’s preparations should 
keep pace with those of her diplomatic 
adversary, 

The feverish activity of Japan during 
the last few weeks naturally increased 
the distrust of her ultimate intentions, 
and the Russian authorities have been 
pushing their precautionary measures 
with mofe vigor. It is understood that 
six or s€ven military trains dally have 
been going east over the Siberian road, 
and the charters of some ships’ cargoes 
for the Pacific have been canceled be- 
cause the water route was considered 
too slow, 

The aaithorities now fee) that the sit- 
uation ig gecure should Japan reject Rus- 
sia’s proposition. 

The draft of Russia's reply probably 
wil] be submitted to the czar tomorrow. 
The Associated Press is assured that it 
will be pacific and should “lead” to a 
settlement. The Associated Press infor- 
mant reiterated, what he said a few 
days ago: 

“We have conceded much already and 
we are ready to concede more, but some 
things wé cannot grant. From our stand- 
point thé Manchurian question wag set- 
tled by Russia's circular note to the 
powers recognizing al] the Chinese treat- 
ies. Why should Japan demand more 
that the other powers?’ 

The Russian papers today agree that 
the treaty guarantees covering Manchu- 
ria and permission for Japan to fortify 
southern Korea, making a closed seq of 
the sea of Japan, are impossible. 

Prices on the bourse declined further 
today. 

Dispatches from Vladivostock announce 
that 50,000 men are expected this month 
to strengthen the garrison, while orders

London, February 2.—The whereabouts 
of Mrs. Maybrick are variously 
nounced in the newspapers this morning 
as Cornwall, Holloway prison, at sea, 
bound for the United States, etc. 

The Daily Chronicle, which ig under 
the same ownership as Lloyd’s Weekly 
Newspaper, the journal that on Sunday 
published the story of Mrs. Maybrick’s 
release, declares the statement that Mrs. 
Maybrick hag sailed for the United States 
to be untrue, and adds that she is Still 
in England and that certain conditions 
attached to her liberation impel] her to 
exercise great discretion in her attitude 
toward the public, and, for a time at 
Jeast, it will only be possible for her 
to acknowledge through the press her 
gratitude for the efforts of her eympa- 
thizers in obtaining her release. 

The Daily News says that the where- 
abouts of the institution in which Mre. 
Maybrick is recuperating is kept a pro- 
found secret, because she is still in the 
custody of the authorities. 

“In fact,”’ the paper says, ‘Mrs. May- 
brick and her custodians are concealing 
their identity, and this is necessitated by 
her being privileged to walk abroad 
with her female wardens. It is under- 
stood that after a period of rest she wij! 
return to either Woking or Holloway 
prison to recéive her formal] 
on special license.’’

FOR THE PANAMA TREATY 


If Senate Republicans Will Join 
in Adoption of Democratic 
Resolution, 


MORGAN AND GORMAR 
HAVE FALLEN INTO LINE 


They Will Support Treaty if Dem- 


ocratic Caucus Resolution Is 
Adopted—Democrats Want 
Peace Between Colom- 
bia and Panama.

Washington, February !.—(Special.)—lIf 
the republicans of the senate will join in 
the adoption of a resolution to be pre- 
gented for their consideratfon on behalf 
of the minority, and which is to be drawn 
by Senator Gorman, the Panama treaty 
will not only be speedily ratified, but it 
will receive the votes of almost all of the 
democratic senators, including Senator 
Gorman himself. This resolution, follow- 
ing the general lines of the Bacon reso- 
lution, looks to the amicable settlement 
of the differences between Colombia and 
Panama. Just how it will be worked h3s 
not vet been determined. 

The sharpest differences developed in 
Saturday’s democratic conference were 
over the form it should take and ad- 
journment was had before that important 
point was ssattied. It was agreed that 
Senator Gorman should draw up a reso- 
lution calculated so far as possibm to 
meet the objections aimed at the different 
propositions then considered, which he 
was expected to present to another con- 
ference to. be held today, but Senator 
Gorman was called owt of the city. It is 
expected he will call the minority sena- 
toes Into conference tomorrow, though it 
may be this conference will not be hekd 
until Wednesday. 

Three Senators on Record. 

The most important development in the 
democratic situation is the fact that but 
three senators have gone on record as 
determined to vote against the treaty 
under any and all conditions. These are 
Messrs. Carmack, Blackburn and Daniel. 
Senator Bailey was not at Saturday's 
conference and it is not known how he 
will vote, but it is assumed that he will 
probably vote against the treaty % view 
of his public expressions on that line. 
Senator Martin, of Virginia: Senator Cul- 
berson, of Texas, may vote with their 
colleagues. But incase the plans now un- 
der consideration go through and the cau- 
cus reaches a practical agreement upon 
some resolution upon the Hnes indicated 
the votes against ratification will be few. 

It is significant as showing how the two 
factions are getting together that Sena- 
tor Gorman and Senator Morgan, who 
have been looked upon as leaders of the 
opposition to the treaty, have agreed to 
vote for it if the republicans will join in 
the adoption of the democratic caucus 
resolution.

If the resolution 
as finally determined upon takes this 
latter form it is believed by the demo- 
crats who advocate it that the republi- 
can senatcrs will zoin with the democrats 
in supporting it, in order to insure 
piompt ratification. This, as stated, 
would receive the support of all the dem- 
ocratic senators, carryirg with it assur- 
ance that almost al] of them would, [tf 
it is adopted, vote for the treaty. If the 
republicans decline to support the resolu- 
ticn presented to them, democratic sen- 
ators will vote for it and then shape their 
action upon the treaty according to their 
individual views. Even in the latter 
event a majority of the dem¢crats will, 
with the lights now before them, vote 
for ratification. If, however, republicans

Thayer on Panama Coup. 

Mr. Thayer, of Massachusetts, address- 
ed the house on the Panama question. 

‘Are we, in this miserable Panama 
affair, sustaining the dignity, the honor 
and the glory of the American repub- 
lic?’’ he asked. 

Referring to the dissolution of the Co- 


lombian congress on October 31, he said: 
“Ten days 'onger wait would not have 
seemed an unwarranted delay to any but 
an impetuous anid oOverstrenuous person. 
If this matter of having a canal at Pan- 
ama was not settled before congress con- 
yened ten days later, the friends of the 
Nicaragua route and the friends of other 
'routes might be reinforced and making 
more trouble for the Panama route. 
| Personally, the president was in favor 
'of building the canal at Panama, and he 
| was not unfriendly with the Frénch cana] 
‘company. He seemed anxious to impress 
‘upon the American people that they had 
'a strenuous man at the helm who did not 
| stop at trifles, one who would ride any 
‘kind of a broncho where others, mere 
eautious, dare not tread.” 


Continuing. he said: 
“It is a mere subterfuge to claim that 
we used our troops to protect citizens

out a thali from his pocket and quietly 
tied it round her neck. Of course there 
was a hubbub and parental lamentations 
over this episode, but so great is the 
veneration for the thalj among Hindoos 
that no one dared to remove it from the 
neck of the astonished maiden.

Mr. Morgan “declared that there is a 
spirit of political domination toward the 
minority In the senate to which. regards 
as less majeste any effort to secure in- 
formation as to the esident’s part in 
affairs in which the senate its interested. 
Under the circumstances he could not 
bind himself to a contract to be filled 
out by the Panama Canal Company as 
under the terms of article XXII of the 
treaty that company would have the 
right to do. Under that article Mr. Mor- 
gan asserted there is no limit as to the 
amount to be paid to the company 

Mr. Morgan asserted that Panama could 
have no choice but to do the will of 
the canal company. This could not, how- 
ever, explain the voluntary act of the 
United States in tieing its own hands ‘n 
the interest of the company. In this 
connection he discussed the part nlaved 
by the republic of France in the Panama 
negotiations, saying that the United 
States had made in article XXII a sur- 
render to fraud and iniquity and that 
it had done so under pressure from 
France, 

Discussing the terms of the treaty Mr. 
Morgan declared that in effect it had 
been made between the United States 
and the canal company,‘and he

Morgan Raps Bunau-Varilla. 

Mr, Morgan.traced the connection of 
M. Bunau-Varilla with the Panama revo- 
lution and declared that according to 
his own showing Bunau-Varilla should 
be pronounced persona non grata in the 
United States. He asserts that if a 
member of congress were guilty of such 
conduct as Bunau-Varilla had been guilty 
of, he would be made the subject of 
“condign punishment.” He asserted that 
the new Panama canal company had 
never done an honest day’s work on the 
canal, and declared that the intrusion of 
that company in the controversy was of- 
fensive and intolerable. 

“About this treaty,”’ he went on, “there 
is an atmosphere of degradation against 
which the people revolt.” 

Mr. Morgan closed with a reference to 
his long advocacy of an isthmian canal, 
and to the attitude of the south toward 
the canal project, saying that section 
was still “unmoved by mercenary temp- 
tation.’’ He proceeded: 

“The people of the south will pity and 
forgive, but will not forget such as can 
find excuse in their fears of upstart 
despotism for the acceptance of gifts 
that are stained with fraud and are 
gathered from the wreck of the constitu- 
tion, the staPutes ewecsed by congress 
and the laws of nations. We cannot, if 
we would, convince those who live, or 
those who will live, that it is honorable 
or just or reasonable to assist any man 
who may be president in the violation of 
the constitution or the laws of the land. 
We cannot mark down the people of the 
south to the figure, in commercial poll- 
tics that accepts a favor of any party 
or any man, as the price of its support 
of men who @isregard laws and tramp'e 
the rights of the weak under foot, or of 
measures that are wrong and dishonor- 
able.

GERMAN COLUMN 
CUT TO PIECES? 


Nothing Heard in Weeks of 
Col. Lentwein’s De- 
tachment. 


Berlin, February !.—Nothing has been 
heard for weeks from Colonel Leutwein, 
the governor of German Southwest Africa, 
who was making a long march from the 
Warmbad region toward his beleaguered 
forts northward. No runner has got 
through the revolted natives, who have 
besieged all the outlying stations and 
fre supposed to be in force between 
Windheok tand Colonel Leutwein’s column 
of less than 300 men, which was return- 
ing from the campaign against the Bon- 
delzwarts in the territory 45 miles south 
of Windhoek. The Hereroes rose while 
Leutwein was still engaged with the Bon- 
delzwarts. 

Chancellor von Buelow announced in the 
reichstag January 18 that Colonel Leut- 
wein was on a twenty days’ march from 
Windhoek and !t is now feared that 
Colonel Leutwein, in the tropical heat, 
encumbered by his sick men, harrassed 
by the rebels and possibly deserted by 
his carriers, may have been unable to 
force his way through the hostile tribes- 
men and that he has been obliged to en- 
trench himself and wait for the arrival 
of a rescuing expedition. The idea that 
he has been ovelwhelmed is rejected oOffi- 
cially, but this apprehension is express- 
ed in the newspapers. 

The German consul general at Cape 
Town has transmitted here a dispatch 
from the commander of the German 
forces left behind by Colonel Leutwein 
announcing that the Bondelzwarts sur- 
rendered January 28 and also saying that 
the surrender of the Khara mounted in- 
surgents was expected. 


SQUADRON SENT TO CULEBRA. 


American War Ships Temporarily 
Withdrawn from Turkish Waters. 
Washington, February |!.—The Euro- 

pean squadron, composed of the Brook- 
lvn, at Alexandria; the San Francisco, 
at Beirut, and the Machias, on her way 
to’ Port Said, and the collier Alexander, 
at Alexandria, have been ordered to sail 
for Culebra to join in the combined nayal 
meneuvers about to ensue. It is stated 
in official circles that this withdrawal of 
the fleet from Turkish waters is but tem- 
porary, and at the conclusion of the 
maneuvers it will return strongly rein- 
forced and prepared to make a more 
vigorous. demonstration. 


NEWTURN TAKEN

Godfry Has Now Been Re- 
paid Full Amount He 
Paid Out. 


Raleigh, N. C., February !.—(Special.)— 
Another chapter developed today in the 
extremely sensational case known all 
over North Carolina as the Godfry bond 
case. Two thousand dollars in North 
Carolina bonds were stolen from. the 


‘gafe of J. L. Godfry, at Jonesboro, who 


paid J. C. L. Harris, a Raleigh attorney 
$1,000 for their return. 

The grand jury left the matter with a 
jury and requested Harris to tell where 
he obtained the bonds. He said from 
H. P. Dortch, of Raleigh. Dortch Said 
he got them from C. C. Jones, of Jones- 
boro, who swore he advanced $500 on 
them to an unknown man who wanted 
to borrow that sum. Jones asked Dortch 
to arrange for their refurn, 

Harris retained $250 for his fee and 
gave Dortch $750, which the latter gave 
to Jones, who kept $500 and gave $250 
to Dortch. 

The day of the investigation by the 
grand jury Harris and Dortch gave each 
$250 to Godfry, and today Jones, by ad 
vice of his counsel, gave Godfry $500. At- 
torney Harris says he did not obtain 
the bonds until after Godfry had asked 
him to negotiate for their return. It 
is not known what further steps will 
now be taken.

Stas and Stripes Desecrated 
by Cienfuegos Rioters 


Minister Squires Has Not Only De- 
manded an Apology for the In- 
sult, but Also the Punish- 
ment of the 


, Rioters. 


Havana, February 1.—United States 
Minister Squires has called the attention 
of the Cuban government to the action of 
the rioters at Cienfuegos, who (continu- 
ing the disturbances which broke out as 
the result of disputes over the election 
of registrars on the previous day) vented 
their ill-feeling by flinging mud upon the 
United States flag hanging out at the 
entrance of the United States consulate, 
practically covering it with mud and 
filth, Consul Baehr protested to the local 
authorities and notified Minister Squires. 
The minister today called on President 
Palma and made representations to the 
effect that the Cienfuegos authorities 
could not content. themselves with an 
apology, but should apprehend and punish 
the perpetrators of the insult. The presi- 
dent said he regretted the incident and 
added that he and Secretary of State and 
Justice Zaldo would issue directions that 
the culprits be arrested and punished. 

Although all other reports agree in say- 
ing that the trouble at Cienfuegos is 
critical, those received by the govern- 
ment from the mayor of that place per- 
sisted in the reiteration that the riotous 
doings of January 28 were nothing be- 
yond a fight between drunken . men; that 
no shots were fired and that all is quiet 
at present. The national newspapers now 
urge the government to remove the mayor 
of Cienfuegos and the governor of Santa 
Clara, who are republicans, on the ground 
of incompetence and misrepresentations of 
the situation. The republicans charge 
that it was nationalists who offered the 
indignity to the United States consulate 
for the purpose of harrassing ths local 
officials and possibly causing their re- 
moval. 

Minister Squires said today that, while 
the incident of mud throwing might in 
itself be unimportant, the generally dis- 
wirbed condition of Cienfuegos made it 
incumbent upon the United States to in- 
sist upon fitting punishment for the cul- 
prits.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February 1!.—The Macon 
and Birmingham railroad and the Geor 
gia Southern and Florida railroad were 
today brought under one management, 
the officers of the latter taking control. 
The heads of departments of the Macon 
and Birmingham have been reli-ved of 
their duties. The arrangement wag ef- 
fected in New York today. 

Following is the general order: 

“By order of the owners of the Macen 
and Birmingham railway, the manage- 
ment of that property was placed today 
in the hands of William Checktey Shaw, 
who was appointed vice president of the 
company by its president, F. W. ka- 
wards, of Boston; Mass. The following 


appointments were made by Vice Presj- 
dent Shaw: 
“O. M. Grady, superintenden?. 
“J. M. Cutler, general freight agent. 
“C. B. Rhodes, general passenger agent. 
“W. F. Buchannan, auditor. 
“Ben C. Smith, treasurer. 


“C. T. Cliappell, cashier and vaymaster. 

“While the same office:s have jurisdic- 
tion over both properties, the Macan and 
Birmingham railway, as heretofore, will 
continue to be operated entirely separate 
and distinct from the Georgia Southern 
and Florida railroad.”’ :

H. Harris, of Pineville, N. @., who 
doubts the wisdom of our advice to 


‘the farmers of the south to plant for 


a 12,000,000 bale cotton crop the com- 
ing season. Our correspondent makes 
some practicgl sugges-iors , with re- 
gard to tne rehabilitation of worn-out 
land by letting it rest from unprofita- 
ble cotton cultivation, and his sug- 
gestion offers a very palpable reason 
why the time has passed to.thake a 


‘bugaboo of overproduction. 


It is beyond the productive power 
of the farmers of the south to béar 


' the cotton market materially with an 


excess crop. Mr. Harris says, they 
have worn their land-out with cotton, 
and the growing prevalence of drouth, 
in its effect upon artificially fertilized 
soil, will make it difficult to get much 
more than an eleven million bale crop, 
under the most favorable conditions, 
This is .ut one cause o% limitation, 
though an important one. Another is 
the labor problem, which yearly grows 
worse. Already the lands of-the cot- 
ton belt are being exploited to the full 
capacity of the labor obtainable, and 
there is every reason to believe that 
labor will be scarcer and higher than 
ever next season. Add to these limit- 
ing causes the increased liability of 
the cotton plant to disease and insect 
pests, and particularly the ravages of 
the Mexican boll weevil in the heavi- 
est producing section of the belt, and it 
must be apparent that it would take a 
veritable cotton planting craze this 
spring and a phenomenally good sea- 
son to enable the south to haul 12, 
000,000 bales to market next winter. 

It must, therefore, be admitted that 
to “plant for 12,000,000 bales” and to 
get 12,000,000 bales are quite a differ- 
ent proposition; but The Constitution 
believes that the market will take a 
12,000,000 bale crop next season at 
highly remunerative prices to the 
farmer. As a matter of fact, we 
planted for 13,000,000 bales the past 
twe seasons, harvesting 10,700,000 in 
1902, and perhaps less than 10,500,000 
in 1903. 

The cotton yield of any year is prob- 
lematical at the planting, and the 
acreage cannot be taken as forcasting 
the harvest. Had weather conditions 
been propitious, we would have had 
bumper cotton crops the past two sea- 
sons—12,000,000 bales, likely enough. 
There is no product of the soil more 
sensitive to subtile influences of the 
atmosphere, perhaps, than is the cot- 
ton plant, and to say a season is too 
wet or too dry for its best develop- 
ment is speaking very abstractly. A 
score of natural influences affect cot- 
ton production. 

The Constitution, in 
which called forth this rejoinder from 
Mr. Harris, was careful to warn the 
farmers of the south against planting 
more cotton than they could propérly 
cultivate and have picked. What we 
did advise was that they plant as 
large an acreage as they could thor- 
oughly take care of and harvest clean- 
ly, and we stressed the importance, 


at the same time, of not depending

solely on cotton, but by all means to 


adhere to the safe old maxim of “hog 
and hominy.” In brief, we advised 
them to plant plenty of cotton and be 
prepared to “live at home.” 

Making allowances for all influ- 
ences that are apt to curtail produc- 
tion, we would most earnestly urge 
the wisdom of planting this spring an 
acreage that should permit of 12,000,- 
000 bales being marketed next winter. 
We have already pointed out why the 
world is in a condition to utilize that 
much raw cotton next year, at prices 
remunerative to the producer, and if 
there is any logic in supply and de- 
mand, no disastrous slump could pos- 
sibly follow a crop of that magnitude, 
record-breaking though it would be. 
The market conditions will justify 
12,000,000 bales in 1904, and condi- 
tions of production preclude the possi- 
bility of a greater yield, even with a 
good season. 

Again The Constitution advises 
southern farmers to not be afraid to 
plant cotton—but keep your heads 
about it! 6 


Chronic Advisers. 

One very sad feature of the political 
situation is the inability of democratic 
congressmen to so conduct themselves 
as to meet the approval of the inde- 
pendent republican newspapers.

They are always in the attitude of 
those who are watching a knock-down- 
and-drag-out fight, and they are ai- 
Ways encouraging the democrats to 
do that which seems to be the least 
likely thing to do. “Hit him in the 
sneezing region!”

“Break up his pedestrian 
exercise!” . All the advice and instruc- 
tion of the independent republican 
newspapers come to the democratic 
congressmen on the shoulders of large 
and sonorous language, and you would 
think that they spoke from an author- 
ity that had the weight of usage and 
antiquity behind it.

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Tae Tariff and the Canal. 

The Metropolitan Magazine is for- 
tunate enough to be able to print in 
its latest number a contribution from 
the pen of Hon. John Sharp Williams, 
the leader of the democratic minority 
in the house of representatives. Mr. 
Williams is one of the most success- 
ful leaders that the democrats of the 
house have ever had. He is a man of 
the broadest and deepest culture, and 
is, in addition, one of the most astute 
politicians in the public eye today. He 
is gifted with humor, patience and tol: 
erance, and carries on the hottest con- 
troversy with a calmness that is never 
ruffled. He is a born debater, and 
handles all questions with a ready 
adroitness that has won for him much 
admiration on the part of the opposi- 
tion. 

The article of Mr. Williams, of 
which we can give only the briefest 
summary, tells “What Democracy 
Now Stands For,” and he deals with 
the subject in the simplest and most 
direct way. As we have the tariff al- 
ways with us, he begins his article by 
referring to that issue, and stating the 
democratic position. As the tariff 
now in force under the Dingley law is 
the essence of protectionism, and as 
protectionism is a system of taxation 
whereby many are robbed in order 
that @ few may “be hot-housed by leg- 
islation into a. iificial prosperity,” the 
ultimate goal of democratic striving is 


a tariff for revenue only, but in striv- |} 


ing toward this goal common sense, 
good judgment and conservatism will 
prevail, and time will enter as a factor. 
Mr. Williams thinks it might be said 
that an ideal tariff for revenue only 
would consist in levying import du- 
ties upon all, or nearly all, imports, 
dividing them, however, into three 
classes—necessaries of life and neces- 
saries of industries, comforts and lux- 
uries. 

He insists, nevertheless, that the 
general principle that protectionism 
is a prostitution of government to 
private ends, and therefore morally 
wrong, should never be forgotten, 
and he is equally 
strike down in a revolutionary way 
all the scaffolding which the false 
system has erected would defeat the 
very ends at which the democrats are 
aiming. “The tariff reformer who 
would do things recklessly or too sud- 
denly would run the risk of destroy- 
ing the very end which he had in con- 
templation by furnishing object les- 


sons which would not help but would} - 


hurt him,” and the principle which he 
has at heart. He is of the opinion 
that tariff revision by means of recip- 
rocal trade, as provided for by the 
Dingley bill, is very important in its 
place, though it should never be per- 
mitted to handicap the larger move- 
ment by general legislation. 

As to the isthmian canal, Mr. Wil- 
liams declares that the democracy 
wants a canal; that it wanted it, by 
an overwhelming majority within its 
ranks, at Nicaragua, because of the 
natural advantages of that route, re- 
gardless of the first cost. He thinks 
that the main benefits to be looked 
for in a trans-isthmian canal are, first, 
in conmection with our intercoastal 
trade—trade between the Atlantic and 
gulf ports on the east and the Pacific 
ports on the west, furnishing a cheap 
waterways competition with transcon- 
tinentgl railroads; and, second, in con- 
nection with increased naval strength 
and efficiency—enabling gulf and At- 
lantic squadrons on the one side, and |

insistent that to: 


Pacific squadrons on the other, to con- 
centrate without going around Cape 
Horn. 

Mr. Williams does not admire the 
methods by which the canal was de- 
flected from Nicaragua to Panama, 
and he likens the president fo a man 
astride a cannon, with his face to the 
breech and his back to the muzzle, 
and firing off in spite of the fact that 
he sees nothing that is or might be in 
front of the gun. He disclaims for the 
party all responsibility for the so- 
called republic of Panama, and the 
methods by which it blossomed into 
an independent government over 
night, but he wants it distinctly under- 
stood—and he emphasizes the state- 
ment—that the party is not going to 
permit itself to be thrown by its ene- 
mies into an attitude of opposition to 
the canal.

The Grand Jury and the Shylocks. 
It“would be difficult to imagine a 


worse state of affairs than that dis- 
closed in the report of the Fulton 
county grand jury relative to the loan 
sharks of the city of Atlanta and their 
abettors and tools in some of the jus- 
tices’ courts. 

The Constitution, which took the 
initiative in behalf of the oppressed 
petty borrowers of this community 
and called the attention of the world 
to the disgraceful conditions known to 
exist, has had its position entirely vin- 
dicated by the long investigation of 
the grand jurors, and, if. such a thing 
were possible, the revelations made in 
that body’s exhaustive report are even 
worse than anything charged by this 
journal. 

We entered the campaign for mercy 
to the victims of the local loan Shy- 
locks and reform-in the justice courts, 
knowing full well that the struggle 
for right and law would be a bitter 
one, but conscious of the righteous- 
ness of the course, and confident that 
in the end the truth would prevail. 

The presentments of the Fulton 
county jury in the premises could not 
be more conclusive and are phrased 
in language that carries not alogwe con- 
viction, but a sense of public outrage 
that such enormities should so long 
have been tolerated in our midst. It 
has never been our pleasure to read 
so forceful and altogether admirable 
a report from a grand jury in this 
county. There is nothing in the way 
of generalities about it. It goes down 
to the bottom of details and calls a 
spade a spade. The document should 
be read by every citizen of our city 
and county who wants to see the gar- 
ments of justice kept clean and jus- 
tice done to every man haled before a 
court, no matter how humble he 
may be. 

The Constitution most heariily con- 
curs in the recommendations of the 
grand jury with respect to the need 
and character of remedial] legislation. 
We have before pointed out the ne- 
céssity of a legitimate system of chat- 
tel money loaning in Atlanta, and 
there is no reason why such a%system 
should not be established. 

As for the abuses that might be cor- 
rected by state legislation, another 


session of the general assembly ought’ 


not to be allowed to adjourn without 
taking action in accord with the sug- 
gestions of the grand jury. Everybody 
is aware of the extent and nature of 
these abuses, and the possibility of 
their continuance should be minimiz- 
ed as much as law can minimize it. 
The people of Atlanta and Fulton 
county are to be congratulated on the 
splendid work of the grand jury.

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“How many people in Atlanta eat at 
restaurants?”’ 

This question was propounded at the 
lunch counter the other day while the 
Passing Throng man disposed of a sand- 
wich and cup of coffee. 

The questioner, without waiting for an 
answer, began to figure audibly for his 
own and the Passing Throng man's en- 
Said he: 

“There are in and around Atlanta, say, 
125,000 people, of all ages, sexes and col- 
ors. Now, of these, at least, 45,000 are 
uegroes whom we will, of course, elim- 
inate from further consideration. This 
leaves 80,000 from which to draw res- 
taurant patronage. ¢ 

“Not more than half of these, how- 
ever, afe financially able to eat regular- 
ly at restaurants or cafes once or more 
a day, and it is only regular patrons that 
we will consider. Of the 40,000 who are 
able to patronize restaurants, not more 
than 8,000, I should say, enter a restau- 
rant as often’ as once a day. Perhaps, 
there are not sO many. . 

“One per cent of 125,000 | is 1,250, 
which is not quite one-sixth of 8,000, or, 
in other words, just about 6 per cent of 
Atlanta’s population are regular patrons 
of the city’s cafes and restaurants. 

“Of course, the most popular hour of 
the day or night with these regulars 13 
the noonday lunch time, and all the res- 
taurants are more crowded at that time 
than any other during the twenty-four 
hours. Few men make a practice of eat- 
ing breakfast at restaurants, and not a 
great many eat their supper. It is to 
save a trip home during business hours 
that brings the greater part of the regu- 
lars to their one restaurant meal a day. 

“The after-theater cafe lunch is not 48 

popular in Atlanta as in many other cities 
and there are very few cafes that do 
much of a business after 9 or 9:30 
o'clock in the evening, though quite 4 
number keep open, some till midnignt and 
others all night. ‘Their late night patron- 
age is scattered, good one night, very 
poor the next. Atlanta is conservative. 
The street cars do not run very long 
after the close of a theater perform- 
ance, and when the final curtain is rung 
down people go home. Only a few have 
a taste for birds and bottles at mid- 
night. 
“But as the population is constantly 
being increased from the outside, by im- 
migration from other states and cities, 
if one may cal] it such, there are con- 
stantly coming to Atlanta mofe people 
who have the metropolitan customs, 
among which the midnight after-theater 
lunch might be included. And people of 
this type will soon educate several na- 
tive Atlantans in their ways, all the 
while making more patrons for the all 
night cafes. 

“It is only a matter of time, and not 
much time at that, the way the city is 
growing, till there will be a demand for 
cars al] night and all night cafes.”

“You see all the people make the city, 
not just simply the churchgoers and the 
irreligious, if that {fs the proper term, 


should not be deprived of their pleasure — 


in life so long as they do no genera] and 
direct harm. The fact that some people 
regard q Sunday performance at a the- 
ater as immoral should not bar those 
who do not from the pleasure of witness- 
ing such a performance, People have a 
legal right to be merely immordl if they 
wish, so long as their immorality is not 
so gross as tO be a public menace, 
“Along this 
stands in Atlanta on Sunday might be 
discussed. This should not be done be- 
cause some people deem it not in keep- 
with Christian principles to buy and eat 
oranges or apples on Sunday. The law 
has nothing to do with the Christian re- 
ligion and should not have. The only 
thing it has to consider is the welfare

The Next Cotton Crop. 

Editor Constitution: I see you call 
upon the cotton farmers of the south to 
plant for 12,000,000 bales of cotton for 
this year’s crop. I for one doubt the 
wisdom of this advice. If ten million 
baies bring more money than twelve or 
fifteen million, where Js the sense of try- 
ing to make the larger crop, when it 
| means less provisions and more money 
paid out? If your wise “‘market fore- 
casters’ can convince the world that the 
next crop will be 12,000,000 bales, if cot- 
ton does not go down to 7 or 8 cents it 
will not be the fault “of the bear specu- 
lators If the farmers of the south are 
Wise they will not increase their acreage, 
| but rather decrease it, and try to make 
| more to the acre. 

The fact is, they cannot increase it ma- 
terially with the labor they have, for it 
was all they could do to gather the pres- 
ent crop, much less twelve or fifteen mil- 
lion bales. And notwithstanding the fact 
| that the acrenge has been increased for 
the last few years, the crop has decreased 


cause of this? One writer lays it to the 
deterioration of the seed, but this is man- 
ifestly absurd, for the seed has been and 
is being improved. One cause is the un- 
favorable seasons, but the main cause Is 
the deterioration of the land, 

The cotton lands of the south have been 
in cotton so long that they have become 
‘exhausted of humus, and without humus 
in the soll it is impossible to make a 
full crop. If only commercial fertilizers 
are used and there comes a drought, they 
do more harm than good, for If the soil 
is deficient in humus, they burn up the 
crop and cause it to shed its fruit. As I 
see it, the only way for the south 
to increase the cotton crop (where new 
land is not to be opened up) is to decrease 
the acreagé, sow the poorest land in peas 
or some other crop that will give it 
humus, and concentrate their labor and 
fertilizers on their best land.

Editor Constitution: In his recent ad- 
dress before the Southern Educational] A<- 
sociation, Chancellor Walter B. Hil! mada 
some statements concerning education fn 
the rural districts of Georgia that ap- 
neal to and should stir every patriotia 
heart In the state. Acccrding to Dr. 
Hill, four-fifths of the white children of 
school age in our state are located in thea 
rural districts. Let me exhort a littla 
right here. The last three vears I have 
spent in the rural districts of Troup and 
Heard counties as a minister and I found 
the facilit'es for the education ef 1. 
Cren so inadequate that a great many 
farmers had moved and others were 
moving and still others discussing the {dea 
of a move to towns or cities for the 
purpose of educating their children. It 
has come to pass that it !s hard to have 
a schoo} in some rura) districts covering 
miles of territory. Another menace to 
education in the country fs that parents 
are afraid to trust their children on tha 
public highways as they did in former 
years, and this fear is well founded. 

Dr. Hill also said that the number of 
white illiterate votes in Georgla exceeds 
the number of the white votes in the 
three leading cities of the state. Put 
that other statement above alongside of 
this one, and we must conclude that if 
there ig not a change for the bettermen’t 
of rural education, then the number of 
iliiterates will rapidly increase instead 
of diminish. 

Fulton county, itself. the richest coun- 
ty in Georgia, has inadequate school fa- 
cilities. Our present ad former county 
school commssioners have and are im- 
proving and enlarging the buildings, but 
there is cry for more room. There !« 
not ro for the children in Fulton out- 
side of Atlanta. I know of a minister's 
family where there are four children of 
school age and there is no room for them. 
Why shouldn't the buildings be imme- 
dintely enlarged where there are so many 
children who want to enter school and 
who are entitled to a place? Such con- 
ditions exist on Emmett street, Hemphill 
avenue, Lee stréet, Curran street, Hamp- 
ton street and that section, naee eS clty 
limits.

“Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That the 
sum of $5,000 be and the same is hereby 
appropriated, subject te the order of the 
mayor, for the purpose of advertising the 
cHy of Atlanta at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition, to be held tn St. Louls, 
Mo., by erecting a huilding on the street 
of the Model City, the said amount to 
‘be taken from the special fund appore- 
tioned for that purpose.’’ 

The resolution was adopted. 

When it was presented Alderman 
Woodward was the first to spéak. 

“I gee by the papers,” he began, ‘“‘and 
J suppose it is true, that Captdin English 
refers to me as a hot-air artist because 
of what I said about this appropriation 
several days ago. After the amount of 
hot air that he has been guilty of for 
all these vears, T think it comes in verv 
bad grace for him to speak that way 
of me.

South Dakota Wins Case Be- 
fore Supreme Court 


Unless North Carolina Pays $27,400 
It Is Ordered That the tSate’s 
Railroad Stock ‘Be Sold 
at Auction in Wash- 
ington.

Washington, February !.—The case of 
the State of South Dakota v. the State 
of North Carolina today was‘ decided 
by the United States supreme court fav- 
orably to South Dakota. The case in- 
volved the validity of a mortgage on 
stock of the North Carolina Railroad 
Company given by the state of North 
Carolina to sécure the payment of state 
bonds given in aid of the road in 1867. 
The state of South Dakota holds ten 
bonds of $1,000 each under a gift from 
Simon Schaefer and Samuel M. Schaefer, 
of New York, the amount due on the 
bonds and coupons attached being $27,- 
000. The opinion was rendered by Jus- 
tice Brewer and the decree of the court 
was embodied in the following order: 

“A decree will, therefore, be entered, 
which, after finding the amount due on 
the bonds and coupons in suit to be 
$27,400, no interest being recoverable, 
and that the same are secured by one 
hundred shares of the stock of the North 
Carolina Railroad Company, belonging to 
the state of North Carolina and directs 
that the said state of North Carolina 
pay ,said amount to the state of South 
Dakota and that in default of such pay- 
ment an order of sale be issued to tho 
marshal of this court, directing him to 
sell at public auction all the interest of 
the state of North Carolina fn and to 
one hundred shares Of the capital stock 
of the North Carolina Railroad Company, 
such sale to be made at the east front 
door of the capital building in this city, 
public notice to be given of such sale 
by advertisement in some daily paper 
published in the city of Raleigh, N. C., 
and also in some daily paper published 
in the city of Washington.”’

ASBURY GENTRY 
MAY BE CAUGHT 


Famous Escaped Murdeter May 
Have Been Located, 


Reward Is Offered on the Strength 
of Information from Alabama. 
He Broke Out of Fulton Jail 
in 1893—Was To Have 
Been Hanged. 


On the strength of information rectived 
from Alabama, Governor Terrell yester- 
day offered a reward of $100 for the ar 
rest and delivery to the Georgia avthor- 
ities of Asbury Gentry, famous murderer, 
who escaped from Fulton county jail 
more than ten years ago. 

The information relative to Gentry’s 
whereabouts came to Deputy Sheriff 
Shropshire from Alabama. The jetter 
etated that Gentry had been located 
there. and would be delivered to the 
Georgia authorities if a reward of $100 
was Offered for him. It was upon this 
information that the goverpor yesterday 
decided to offer the reward. 

Gentry broke out of Fulton county jail 
early on the morning of January |, 
1893. He is a white man, and with him 
five negroes charged with various crimes 
made their escape. After getting out of 
their cells, they overpowered Jailers 
White and Mattox, took the keys away 
from them, locked them up in the jail 
and went out in the darkness. Some of 
the negroes were afterwards caugnat, but 
Gentry has never since been heard of, 
until the receipt of this letter from Ala- 
bama. 

Gentry was convicted of murder in 
Haralson county, and was under sen- 
tence of death. He had been granted a 
new trial by the supreme court, but es- 
cape while a new trial is pending vitiates 
thin proceéding, and, if caught now, he 
would not be entitled to the benefit of 
it. After his conviction Gentry was 
brought to Fulton county for safekte)- 
sng. 

Gentry’s crime was a horrible one. He 
murdered an ag®d peddler, by the name 
of Richard Byrnes, and threw his body 
inte the river. Phe object of the mur- 
der was robbery. On sevefal occasions, 
Gentry tried to kill his guard after 
hid arrest, and even after his convic- 
tion. 

His escape together with that of the 
five, negroes created a great deal of ex- 
citement at the time. If he should be 
recaptured now, he would be sent imme- 
diately to the gallows, having lost his 
right to the new trial which was granted 
him, because of his escape. 

Governor Terréll also offered a reward 
of $100 for Will Harper, colored, who 
Killed Will Malone in Coweta county, on 
January 24, last.

Councilman Terrell Presents 
Such Resolution to Council 


Resolution Provides That Municipal 
Authorities Have Right To De- 
cide Upon What Election 
Days the Saloons Must 
Close Their Doors.

A proposition to 60 amend the state 
laws as to leave discretionary with the 
municipal government of Atlanta the 
question of closing saloons on election 
days was introduced during the session 
of council yesterday afternoon by Coun- 
cilman Terrell, and was referred to the 
ordinance committee, of which Couacil- 


man Hynds ig chairman, for action. 

The resolution caused considerable stir 
when it was presented, although no de 
bate took place. Councilman Terrell, the 
author of the measure, requested that it 
be referred to the ordinance committee, 
and his motion to that effect was 
adopted, 

The text of the resolution is as follows: 


“Whereas numerous elections are held 
in the city of Atlanta and the county of 
Fulton, national, state, county, militia 
district, as weil as city, in which there 
are no contests, little, if any, interest 
manifested or taken by any one, and 
very few votes cast; and, 

“Whereas, by the Jaw, all saloons are 
closed on all election days whether there 
is any necessity or reason for such clos- 
ing; and. 

“Whereas the closing of the places of 
business of the saloon keepers is a great 
hardship upon them and entails serious 
loss without good reason therefor; there- 
fore be it 

**Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That the 
senator from this district and representa- 
tives from this county in the general as- 
sembly be requested and instructed to 
have the law so changed that tn cities of 
75,000 and over the times and days of 
closing of saloons shall be under the 
control of the municipal authorities of 
such cities, except that no authority he 
given to permit the keeping open of 
saloons on Sunday.” 

The meeting began with prayer by Rey. 
Theron Rice, of the Central Presbyterian 
church. 

L, Z. Rosser, of the board of education, 
requested council to give another $5@0 for 
the entertainment of school superinten#d- 
ents who will hold their annual conven- 
tion here this year. E. P. Burns, also a 
member of the board, supplemented the 
argument of Mr. Rosser. 

Councilmen Holland and Quilllan pre- 
sented a resolution appropriating an ada- 
ditiona] $500, making $1,000 in aN, for 
the entertainment of the visitors. 

Councilman Amorous brought up the 
question of legality, declaring that taxes 
are levied for specific purposes, and that 
the entertainment of conventiong is not 
one of them. He called for the opinion 
of the city attorney. City Attorney Mag- 
son declared the appropriation to be 
illegal. The resolution appropriating the 
money was immediately afterwards 
adopted by the following vote:

Children Claim Mother Ex- 
erted Undue Influence in 
Making of the Will. 


The will of the late Green B. Roberts, 
the well-known citizen of Atlanta who 
died several weeks ago, will be contested 
in the Fulton county courts by the chil- 
dren of the deceased.

GROFF CLEARS 
AUGUST MACHEN 


Swears He Never Spoke to 
Postal Official About 
Fastener, 


Washington, February !.—Samuel A. 
Groff, the inyentor of the street letter- 
box fastener, contracts for the furnish- 
ing of which are alleged to have been 
improperly obtained, took the stand to- 
day in the posta] trials and told how 
he conceived the idea of getting up the 
device; and the efforts made by him to 
find some one besides his brother to take 
an active interest in placing it. The fast- 
ener had been adopted and an order for 
the Washington postoffice pald for, he 
testified, before Mr Lorenz, fn 1895, 
proposed to work up a sentiment in fa- 
vor of it among the postmasters of the 
country. The witness declared he never 
spoke a word to Machen about the fast- 
ener other than to admit, in response 
to a queStion put by Machen, at a pub- 
lic test, that it fitted too tightly. Up to 
that time he said he never had heard 
of Mr. Lorenz, and after making the 
agreement with him, witness said he 
never saw him again until last summer, 
nine yeurs afterward, 

The redirect examination of Diller F. 
Groff, son of Diller B. Groff, who was 
on the stand when court adjourned Fri- 
day, was continued. The witness said 
that while calling on Machen in June, 
1899, the latter informed him he would 
require a reduction {n the price of the 
fasteners from $1.50 to $1.25 each, and 
said: 

“You can furnish them at that price 
or not just as you See fit.’’ 

“The Groff brothers,’’ said withess 
‘were compelled to reduce the price to 
the latter figure.” 

Mr. Groff, referring to the conversa- 
tion between his father and the post 
office inspectors at his father’s house, 
declared he overheard Inspector Mayer 
say to Groff: 

“What we want 
is to get on the

The proposition of the rallroads, if ac- 
the city, will make extensive 
changes and {mprovements in that entire 
which commences at

All of these changes are set forth in the 
propose@l of the railroads, which was 
read for the first time during the session 
of council yesterday afternoon and which 
was heard with eager attention by the 
members of the body. 

The most important of the changes !s 
the removal of Waverly place from tits 
present site to a point about .90 feet 
south of the present northern line of the 
street. The railroads agree to make the 


‘new street 50 feet in width and to move 


at thelr own expense the sewers, pipes, 
conduits, wires and poles without cost 
to the city. In connection with this the 
railroads also desire closing Washington 
street from its preSent northern limit 
to a point about 90 feet south. 

As the closing of Washington streét 
will shut off communication from the 
present number two angine house of 
fhe Atlanta fire department, the railroads 
propose to erect a new fire house, front- 
ing $0 feet on Washington street and 
running 1!30 feet on the south line of 
the proposed new Waverly place, erect- 
ing this TWrouse under the plans of the 
city government. This house and prop- 
erty is to be given in exchange for the 
present engine house and property. 


Depot in Two Sections.

vresent freight depot of the Georgia 
railroad. Between this shed and one 
that {s to be erected will be an open 
roadway, 50 feet wide. The new freight 
depot and shed will commence at Central 
avenue and will extend practically to 
Piedmont avenue. 

The railroads agree to construct sub- 
ways at Piedmont avenue, Butler street, 
yrant street, North Boulevard and Pear! 
street. Fart of the expense of most of 
these structures is to be borne by the 
city. 

At Delta place the railroads 
to construct an overhead bridge, with 4a 
clearance of 22 feet, the approaches to 
be built by the city and the entire struc- 
ture to be maintained and owned by 
the city. 

The railroads agree to be responsible 
for all damages resulting from these 
changes in the streets, with the excep- 
tion of damage to abutting property, 
which is to be borne by the city, but 
agrees that the railroads shall not sue 
for any damage to their property. 

The proposal also asks the city not to 
extend at grade across the tracks of the 
railroads: any of the streets lying be- 
tween Piedmont avenue on the west and 
Delta place on the east. 

The two committees of counci] will con- 
sider the proposal of the railroads in a 
few days, and there will doubtless be 
interesting sessions when the debates 
commence. 

Proposal of the Railroads. 

The proposal of the railroads submitted 
to council yesterday afternoon is as fol- 
lows: 

“To the Mayor 
the City of Atlanta: The Atlanta, hnox- 
ville and Northern Railway Company i:n- 
tends to establish a comprehensive sys- 
tem of freight terminals in the city of 
Atlanta, and purposes, upon prvperty 
which by purchase and by lease it has 
acquired, fronting upon Loyd street or 
Central avenue, and extending eastward- 
ly to Piedmont avenue, to erect a large 
and commodious freight house, with the 
necessary appurtenant house and bulk 
freight tracks, transfer platforms and 
roadways, and other buildings, conveni- 
ences and approaches. In add,tion to 
this, the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
Railway Company, the lessees of the 
Georgia’ railroad, and the Atlanta and 
West Point Railway Company, have 
agreed to greatly enlarge and augment 
their yard facilities by the construc- 
tion of a round house of increased ca- 
pacity, and of additonal freight yard 
tracks, and thereafter to use the yard 
facilities already constructed, together 
with the added facilities, as an extensive

joint railroad yard for the handiing of 
their trains and traffic; thereby affording 
greatly increased freight facilities to ship- 
pers to and from Atlanta and its vicin- 
ity. 

“In pursuance of these plans, and to 
secure convenient and easy ingress and 
egress for the public, and to provide 
safe ways of passing at various points, 
the tracks now existing and those to be 
constructed, it becomes necessary to pro- 
vide new and to enlarge existing subways 
and overhead crossings, change to a small 
extent the location of certain streets, and 
the grade of others, and to relocate c€r- 
tain of the property of the city, all re- 
sulting in substantial and desirable im- 
provement to city streets, ways and prop- 
erty, and greatly enhancing and min- 
istering to the convenience and safety 
of the citizens, and facilitating at va- 
rious points the movement of street 
traffic. 

“The general plan of improvements, 
marked F-11155, is attached, and Is refer- 
red to here as illustrating and confirm- 
ing the foregoing ‘statement. 

“That this plan may be speedily ac- 
complished, and to secure an equitable 
division of the expend;tures involved, the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern Rail- 
way Company, the lessees of the Geor- 
gia railroad, and the Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad Company, which | shail 
throughout this document be called the 
railroads, hereby submit to the city of 
Atlanta, through its mayor and géneral 
council, which shall herem be calicd the 
city, the following joint . proposal. 


Underpasses. 

‘‘(a). Piedmont Avenue.—The railroads 
to utilize a part of the existing struc- 
ture, raising it 3 feet, and will construct 
an additiona] structure about 85 feet 
wide, the south side of which will be 
about 156 feet south of existing struc- 
ture. and of such height as to maintain 
a minimum clearance over the _ street 
equal to that now existing.

“The city by proper procedure to re- 
linquish to the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern Railway Company § all its 
right, title and interest in and to the 
street known as Waverly place, and also 
that part of Washington street abutting 
on Waverly place extending 31.8 feet 
north of the north line of the proposed 
new Waverly place; in consideration of 
which the railroads will provide the nec- 
essary ground for a new street fifty feet 
in width, the north line of which shall be 
substantially parallel to and 90.9 feet dis- 
tant from and south of the north line of 
the present Wavery place, and without 
cost to the city will construct a street

BUTLER AT. BAR 
FOR BRIBERY 


Second Trial of the Mil- 
lionaire Politician of 
St. Louis, = 


Fulton, Mo,, February |!.—The trial of 
Colonel/ Edward Butler; the miliionaire 
politician, of St. Louis, on a charge of 
having bribed nineteen members of the 
house of delegates, in connection with the 
city lighting measure, began today be- 
fore Judge W. W. Graves, on a change 
of venue from the S8t. Louls circuit 
court. Colonel Butler’s entire family, 
including Congressman J. B. Butter, of 
St. Louls, were present, as were also 
many of his political friends. The court 
room was crowded. 

Circuit Attorney Folk, of St. Louis, 
with Assistant Circult Attorneys Bishop 
and Maroney, are here to conduct the 
trial, with the assistance of Prosecuting 
Attorney J.-H. Murray, of Boone county. 

Before selecting a jury, the demurfer 
filed by Butler to fhe inuictment for 
bribery by wholesale was taken wnder 
consideration by the court. - 

Circuit Attorney Folk was loudly cheer. 
ed as he entered the court room. The 
demonstration continued for two min- 
utes. The applause, started by a num- 
Der of students from Westminster col- 
lege, was joined in by probably one-half 
of the three hundred spectators pres- 
ent. 

Attorney Krum, of counsel for the de- 
fense, opened the arguments in support 
of the motion to quash the indictment, 
because, he said, it unites in one count 
practically nineteen separate and distinct 
counts. 

Judge Graves overruled the demurrer 
to the indictment and later overruled Cir- 
cult Attorney Folk’s motion for a special! 
venire. Accordingly, the jury will be 
chosen from the regular panel Selected 
‘at the last term of the cOunty court. The 
state has the privilege of four and the 
defendant to eight peremptory challenges, 
It is expected that the jury will have 
been secured and the introduction of evi- 
dence begun by tomorrow afternoon.

France’s Educated Farmers. 
(From Harper’s Weekly.) 

In Frahce, as tn the United States, 
agriculture engages fully one-half of the 
population. Since 1822, when the insti- 
tute of Roville was founded by Dombasle 
near Nancy, the French free training sys- 
tem has, with many ups and downs, grad- 
ually extended until it covers all France 
and all forms of soll culture. 

French ‘children, under government 
training, are first put in primary schools, 
thereafter to pass up through all de- 
partments to the national imstitute. It 
must be admitted that he term ‘French 
pleasant’’ means something vastly more 
than a farmer of any other nation. When 
the French boy emerges from the instl- 
tute he is no yokel, but an educated man 
who can make the most of the smallest 
area of soll. He knows familiarly all 
life on the farm, animate and inanimate, 
also all objects, organic and inorganic. 
He is fully equipped to create wealth 
from the smallest means. Through him 
we understand the vast combined wealth 
of the French peasantry. Were such 
@ system in vogue and compulsory in 
America 40,000,000 farm workers would 
be elevatéd from a homely and common- 
placa existence to an educated mass, ca- 
pable of wresting untold riches out of 
a vast soil which today is often worked 
in the most ignoran? and humdrum man- 
ner, producing a mere living per family, 
and generally mortgaged beyond its pres- 
ent worth.

THE ARSINOITHERIUM. 


Bones of Prehistoric Animal in the 
Desert of Fayum. 

(From The Chicago Record-Hera!d.) 
The desert of Fayum, southwest of 
Cairo, in Egypt, is the locality in which 
the oldest known inscriptions written in 
Greek letters have been discovered. In 
the last tWo years it has become equally 
amous fdr the number of hitherto un- 
known varieties of extinct animals 
whose bones have been disinterred from 
the sands. One of these beasts ig the 
Moeritherium—the ancestor of all elé 
phants—a creature with a long snout, but 
with a lower jaw so long that the snout 
could not hang down in trunk style 
Still more interesting, from the point 
view of scientists, however, is the 
arisinoitherium, an animal] that wag big- 
ger than the biggest of our modern 
rhinoceroses. Sime six or seven skulls of 
this animal have been secured, the larg- 
est having a lower jaw over two feet 
in length. Above the nostrils of the 
arsinoitherium had a huge pair of horns 
projecting forward. The striking things 
about these horns is that they were not 
of horny, fibrous matertal, but bony 
outgrowths, covered in life with blood 
vessélg and skin, like the horns of a

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Billin Congress Menaces Meas- 
ure, Says Attorney General, 


Bill in Question Proposes To Relieve 
Foreign Commerce from Opera- 
tion of Anti-Trust Law. 
Knox Touches on Rail- 
road Hates. 


Washington, February’ § !.—Attorney 
General Knox, in answer to inquiries as 
to whether the bill recently introduced 
in the senate to amend the interstate 
commerce and anti-trust laws so as to 
relieve foreign commerce from their op- 
eration and go as to enable contracts to 
be entered into in reasonable restraint 
of commerce, was introduced with the 
knowledge and approval of the adminis- 
tration, replied: 

“Absolutely, no. 

In response to a question as to his 
Views on the wisdom of such an amend- 
ment of the law, he replied: 

“Just one year ago it was 
to offer an amendment to one of the 
pending bills in congress exactly this 
same measure. At that time the presi- 
dent required an expression of my views 
as to the amendment with the remark 
hat its proponents claim that it was in 
harmony with a suggestion made by 
me in an address at Pittsburg. I then’ 
prepared and submitted to the president 
an expression of my views, I then sald 
and still think the scope of the proposed 
amendment is so broad that one ought 
not to attempt to define its limits with- 


proposed 


out long reflection, AT first glance, how- 


ever, it seems to me that it would have 
the effect of repealing that section of 
the act to regulate commerce, which is 
popularly known ag the _ antl!-pooling 
clause. That section makes it unlawful 
for railroads to poo! their earnings or di- 
vide their traffic. As such pools were 
always held to be violative of public pol- 
icy, they were held to be unlawful at 
common law. But as the states had com- 
mitted to congress alone the regulation 
of interstate commerce, the rule of the 
common law could not be applied to that 
commerce until] congress acted which it 
did In the act to regulate commerce, 
That act was the regul€ of most pro- 
longed agitation, chiefly in the states 
lving west of the Alleghanies. 

Would Aid Foreign Commerce. 

“The amendment also proposes to re- 
peal the itnmerstate commerce law and 
the anti-trust law so far as foreign com- 
merce is concerned. This would result in 
giving foreign commerce an advantage 
over our democratic commorce. By 
means of such a power the tariff pro- 
tection will be largely nullified. It is well 
known that the steamship companies 
and railroads have in instances com- 
bined so that foreign traffic has been 
carried from Berlin to Chicago at rates 
60 per cent lower than similar goods 
made in this country could be trans- 
ported from New York to Chicago. Tin 
has frequently been carried from Wales 
to Chicago at a lower rate than the 
railroads would carry tin manufactured 
in Pittsburg to Chicago. Boots, clothing, 
hardware, etc., from Germany have been 
carried through San Francisco at rates 
65 per cent lower than was charged by 
a railroad carrier on similar manufac- 
tures of our Own country from Atlantic 
ports to San Francisco, 

“While it may be a wise policy to In- 
corporate the rule of reasonableness into 
the regulation by law of -.contracts be- 
tween individuals and contracts of in- 
dustrial corporations which are private 
corporations, that rule has never been ap- 
plied to what are known as quasi public 
corporatiogns—railroads. for example, 
which exercise public functions and en- 


joy public rights. They owe duties ‘o | 
the public among which is the duty to 
refrain from restraining competition in 
service and facilities. This amendment 
would tend to relieve them from many 
of their most important duties to the 
public. Its enactment, instead of being 
& protection to commerce, would be to 
effect an undoing of very much Of the 
most important remedia] legislation of 
the past fifteen years. If this proposed 
amendment shall be regarded as wise lex- 
islation, it ought not to be done secretly, 
but openly with full knowledge of the 
public and full opportunity to it to be 
heard on the subject. Such an amend- 
ment as is now proposed ought not to 


be attached to any bill in the closing 


hours of a moribund congress. 
Not Knox’s Su_‘gestion. 

"The statement that the proposed 
amendment is in line with the suggestion 
I made in an address at Pittsburg in 
October, 1902, is a great mistake—a mis- 
take based upon a misconception of the 
rule of the common law and the differ- 
ence between the application of the rulé 
to undertakings that are strictly private 
and those fhat are public or quasi pub- 
lic. In that gddress (the main purpose 
of which was ..to show that the power 
of congress was not exhausted by the 
Sherman act) in discussing the exercise 
of that power over the industria] trusts, 
I said: 

**The extent to which legislative con- 
trol over commercial activities should be 
exercised is, of course, a question for leg- 
islative wisdom. Primarily it Is 
for the congress to decide whether it has 
the power and whether, and to what ex- 
tent, it will execute it—what.character 
of restraint, whether all or those Only 
which are unreasonable and _ injurious 
shall be under the ban, whether legisila- 
tion in the first instance shall extend to 
all commerce or only to commerce in 
articles of vital importance to the pub- 
lic.’ 

“IT stated if the common law were in- 
corporated into a federal statute, the 
rule for its interpretation would be as 
laid down by the supreme court of the 
United States, namely: ‘Public welfare 
is first considered and if it be not in- 
volved and the restraint upon one party is 
not greater than protection to the other 
party requires, the contract may be sus- 
tained.’ 

“The proposed amendment overlooks the 
fact that the public welfare is involved 
in any restraint that public corpora- 
tions may impose upon themselves, and 
therefore the 
pose to introduce the rule of the common 
law, but its enactment would be a leg- 
islative grant of power to restrain com- 
merce, prohibited by the common law, 
as all restraints which affect the pub- 
tic welfare injuriously are void at com- 
mon iaw.

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TAFT REPORTS — 
~ ON PHILIPPINES 


Last Year One of Suifering in 
- the Islands 


Famine Due to Corner in Rice—Dis- 
solute Americans an Obstacle to 
Progress—Status of the 
Friars Is Dis- 
cussed. 


Washington, February !.—The president 
today sent to the senate the annual re- 
port of the Philippine commission, in- 
cluding the roport of the civil governor 


amendment does not pro-- 


of the Philippine islands and the reports 
of the heads of the executive departments 
for the period ended December 23, 1903. 
The report of the commission contains a 
detailed statement by the auditor for the 
islands of expenditures under the appro- 
priation of $3,000,000 for the relief of 
distress In the Philippine islands. 

Jovernor Taft says the year was on6 
of considerable suffering among the people 
of the Philippine islands on account of a 
short food supply, but that the worst is 
passed. While he does not consider the 
future as bright as it might be, he be- 
lieves we are beginning an era in the his- 
tory of the islands which with the as- 
sistance of proper tariff reduction in the 
l’nited States and proper navigation laws 
for the islands will be one of decided ma- 
terial developments. 

Corner in Rice. 

One of the causes of the food famine, 
he says, was a “‘corner’’ in rice formed 
in November, 1902, which he met by 
having passed an act appropriating 
$2,000,000 in Mexican money to buy rice 
in foreign markets and distribute it 
among the natives. It was necessary to 
go to Siam and Calcutta to get sufficient 
supplies. The Calcutta merchants palmed 
off on the Manila authorities an inferior 
red rice for first-class famine rice, and 
the los s to the Philippine government on 
account of the rice developing weevils 
Was extensive. 

The purchase amounted in Mexican 
money to $1,815.974 and the sales 
amounted to $1,567,642, leaving a loss of 
2248,322. The members of the commis- 
Sion anticipating a small rice acreage in 
1903, provided against the danger of 
famine by calling meetings at all towns 
and urging the pianting of quick growing 
crops of corn, sweet potatoes, rice and 
Other fvod plants. 
Speaking of the conditions in the 
islands, Governor Taft says that at no 
time has there Been less ladronism than 
when this was written, December 10, 
1903. 
Speaking of the use of scouts with the 
constabulary, Governor Taft says: 
“In this country it is politically mast 
important the Filipinos should suppress 
Filipino disturbances and arrest Filipino 
outlaws.”’ 

Dissolute Americans. 
One of the greatest obstacles with which 
the government has had to contend, he 
says, has been the presence of dissolute, 
drunken and lawless Americans, who are 
willing to asscolate with low Filipino 
women and live on the proceeds of their 
labor. To rid this country of this class 
of Americans the commission passed what 
is known as the dissolute Americans and 
vagrancy acts. 
Governor Taft reviews at 
negotiations leading up to 
status of the friars land settlement. 
says he {fs officially informed that the 
number of friars now in the islands is 
246, as compared with 1,013 in the figures 
given by the apostolic delegation in 1898. 
Governor Taft says: 
“Whatever may happen during the first 
few months of the coming of the Ameri- 
can bishops, it is certain that the spirit 
of the American Catholic church is so 
different from that of the Spanish church, 
from a political standpoint, that the in- 
fluence of the Spanish friars will gradu- 
ally wane and that of the <Amegrican 
bishops become’ controlling, bringing 
about that which we so much desire—the 
Americanizing of the Roman Catholic 
church in the Philippines.”’ 
The value of the exports 
islands for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1903, increased $1,194,396 over the 
previous year, due, Governor Taft says, 
to the natural result of a betterment 
of conditions as to tranquility. To pre- 
vent further falling off in the product of 
leaf tobacco, Governor Taft urges the re- 
duction of the duty to 25 per cent of the 
Dingley tariff rates. He says he is con- 
fident that such a reduction in neither su- 
gar nor tobacco would affect injuriously 
any interest in the United States, while 
it would be of the greatest Importance 
to the prosperity of the islands, 

« Period of Construction. 
Governor Taft says conditions on the 
islands make the time ripe for a period 
of great construction: During the next 
decade, railroads, canal and steamship 
companies, he says, snould revolutionize 
the interior trade of the islands, and 
should have a marked effect on the ex- 
port trade. For this reason he recom- 
mends that the Philippine commission 
be authorized to enter into contract with

railroad companies, to whom the fran- 


chise for the construction of a road shall 
be granted by which income of not ex- 
ceeding 4 per cent and probably not ex- 
ceeding 3 per cent shall be guaranteed on 
the investment, the amount of which 
shall be fixed in the law. 
Concerning the cholera epidemic, which 
began in March, 1902, the report says 
the number of cases was more than 150,- 
000, and the number of deaths more than 
100,000. In Manila the epidemic is de- 
creasing, due to a better water supply. 
This remedy, it ig believed, finally will 
be the solution of the health problem. 
There has been a great increase in 
school attendance in all the provinces but 
one. Still, only about 150,000, or 10 per 
cent of the population of school age, are 
receiving public instruction. Governor 
Taft says several million dollars could 
be well expended in the erection of large, 
airy and healthy school houses, and that 
the number of teachers might well be 
multiplied by seven, 

Revenues of Island. 

The revenues of the islands for the year 
ended June 30, 1903, exceeded those of 
the previous year, but Governor Taft 
says that by reason of the necessary 
extraordinary expenditures a considerable 
deficit will be made should they con- 
tinue to the end of the present fiscal year. 
He says it seems to him that a congres- 


siomal act awthorigding the gsuing of 
bonds for permanent improvement in the 
islands, not exceeding $5,000,000 each is- 
sue, would not be conferring on the com- 
mission Or legislature of the islands ex- 
cessive authority, and ‘hat it is really a 
necessary provision to prevent possible 
financial embarrassment. 

Governor Taft says the gultan of Jolo 
long since has violated the Pates agree- 
ment, and has forfeited his rights under 
it.

DIETRICH ASKS 
INVESTIGATION 


He Wants United States Sen- 
ate To Pass on His

Washington, February !.—In the sen- 
ate today Mr. Dietrich, of Nebraska, 
made awequest for an investigativn into 
the charges upon which he was recently 
tried by a federal court in his own state 
and the senate granted the request, the 
president pro tem. appointing a commit- 
tee, consisting of Messrs. Hoar, Platt, of 
Connecticut; Spooner, Cockrell and Pet- 
tus, to make the inquiry. 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, sug- 
gested that the investigation should be 
conducted by the committee on privileges 
and elections. He gaijid the charges af- 
fected the integrity and honor of the 
senator from Nebraska and his right to 
sit in the senate. 

On objection by Mr. Burrows, chairman 
of the committee, to that reference, the 
resqlution offered by Mr. -Dietrich was 
adopted. 

Mr. Tillman's regolution instructing the 
secretary of the treasury to send to the 
senaie information in regard to the ap- 
pointment of Willlam D. Crum as col- 
lector of the port of Charleston, S. C., 
was laid before the senate. Mr. Jillman 
Said he bellfeved he had all the informa- 
tion needed, which could be given by 
Secretary Shaw and he asked to have 
printed tn the Record, and asa document 
the communication from the secretary 
of war in regard to recess appointments, 
He said the information contained itn that 
communication had a direct bearing on 
the Crum case. The order was made as 
De requested. 


The Married School Ma’am. 
(From The Nashville Daily News.) 

A Miss Patterson, teacher in the New 
York sublic schools, got married re- 
cently, and according to the rules of the 
board of education, her eligibility for po- 
sition in the teaching corps immediately 
lapsed. But the lady, now Mrs. Van de 
Water, refused to hand in her resignatioa 
and will carry her case to the courts. 
The matter is attracting much attention, 


as Mrs. Van de Water's guit js a test 
case by which the fate of other womei 
teachers will be ascertained. 

The view is freely expresseq in many 
quarters that such a rule as that made 
by the board of education in regard to 
the marriage ef women teachers {fg 
against public policy and private privi- 
lege. Matrirony snould be encouraged, 
not penalized, by the state. Say the op.- 
ponents of such a regulation. What has 
matrimony to do with school teaching? 
And why should the rule apply only to 
women? 


All these arguments do not touch the 
practical aspects of the matter. It isa 
fact that while a woman’s marriage does 
not in itself make her unfit to teach 
school, it does, as a matter of fact often 
interfere with her duties and capacities 
Che cares of home and a familv which 
fall upon the married woman are not 
conducive to the best results in pedagugic 
york, and in many cases would he ab- 
solutely antagonistic to school duties. 

These home duties which woman as- 
sumes in entering upon marriage are the 
consideration which make man the recog- 
nized bread-winner. When these are 
shirked, the true ideal of marriage js 
lost, and the state can have no interest 
in fostering such unions. 

That there may be individual cases fn 
which the rule of the New York board 
of education might work a hardship, it 
may be conceded, but in its general ap- 
plication it is founded on the idez2s that 
rule our civilization and magnify our 
homes. The married woman has in her 
home and family an occupation that de- 
mands her best efforts and energies, and 
her husband should assume the burden of 
support, and, as far as possible, relieve 
her of outside pressure. 

When a woman teacher marries, she 
should step aside and give way to her 
less fortunate, and, of course, equally 
qualified, single sister.

P. W. was recently returning from 
New York, and among his fellow-pas- 
sengers was a young Japanese naval offi- 
cer. As he was the representative of an 
allied power, no information was withheld 
from him by his British fellow-passep- 
gers. 

When we reached the Irish coast, we 
even assisted him in making out his map 
of the coastline. He marked down this 
rock or that bay, that fort or creek, and 
everything he could observe in detail. 

We .thought him a keen young naval 
officer, gaining general information. Be- 
sides, might we not one day be fighting 
on behalf of his own country? ; 

Well, it is probable that the map he 
so carefully made out is now in the files 
of elther the French or German gov- 
ernments. Not that the Japanese officer 


|sold it to those powers, or that it was 


stolen from him. He was _ probably 
strictly honorable, and gaining only in- 
formation for his own government. But 
that government, however friendly to 
ourselves, is as eager to get hold of a 
secret regarding Britain's defense as our 
bitterest foe. 

For a secret is a negotiable article in 
diplomatic circles. Japan’s possessing a 
British secret means that she has an ar- 
ticle possessing a distinct value—to some- 
body else. In exchange for.it, she can 
secure something of vital importance to 
herself, which money could not hon- 
orably purchase. 

Japan might have obtained Russian se- 
crets from France in times of peace if 
she paid fhe price. That price would be 
a really valuable secret about Great 
Britain, of use to France should she ba 
at war with us. 

Thus you would see the amazing sight 
of two powers exchanging with each 
other secrets about their dearest friends, 
for all the world like two ladies at a 
tea party! 

It is not treachery, but merely business. 
Spies of all nations encounter risks— 
sometindes sisks of death—to secure 
secrets for which thelr own governments 
do not care a rap. . 

For instance, an Austrian traveler sud- 


denly makes his appearance at an Indian 
frontier town. He is, of course, accord- 
ing to his own account, collecting ‘‘spect- 
mens’’ of natura] history in those regions, 
and the general reader might quite easily 
believe that. 

After all, what, we reason, does Austria 
care about our Indian frontier? Under no 
circumstances could she make an attack 
there, as her frontiers are thousands of 
miles away, and her relations with 
Britain quite friendly. 

Well, the Austrian traveler !s collecting, 
not “‘specimens,’’ but details as to our 
Indian frontier, to be handed over to 
Russia, in exchange for something else. 
What it is depends on Austria’s own re- 
quirements. 

Probably she fs very anxious to know 
something about the Indian frontier, 
which Russia has been able to secure 
from—Spain. In exchange for her Indian 
information, therefore, Austria could ob- 
tain the needed secret. 

In the same way British officers have 
been interfered with by Germany for too 
close observation of the maneuvers of 
German troops. Why? Not because Ger- 
many has the slightest fear of, conflict 
with Britain on her frontiers, but be- 
cause she knows only too well that any 
secret obtained by us would become the 
property of France, should that power 


, have anything valuable to give us in ex- 


change about—well, our dear friend, the 
United States. 

One would. too, think that a British 
subject taking intelligent interest § in 
movements on the Russian frontier would 
be allowed to do as he liked, ; 

Whatever Russia may fear from us, 
she never dreads a British army invasion. 


But she does very much fear a German 
Ons, and knows quite well that any se- 
crets obtained by British spies are de- 
stined to become German property some 
time. 

So that, in international matters, one 
can no more trust one’s best friend than 
in the other affairs of life. The genial 
American tourist, or the Intelligent Jap- 
anese gentleman, whom we regard with 
such friendly eyes, may be nothing less 
than the indirect spy of Russia or Ger- 
many, dirculating their information 
through Washington or Toklo, instead of 
through St. Petersburg or Berlin. 

Russia has generally got the reputation 
of being the best spying nation. But she 
can give few points to her dear enemy, 
Japan. 

The Jap, in his siim, harmless way, is 
the best spy of the lot. He never intrudes 
himself, and appears to ‘be merely a ge- 
nial observer—but he learns everything 
there is to be known. In Manchuria, he 
probably knows more than Russia her- 
self, for of all masters of disguise, the 
Jap is the most adept. 

A Jap can pose as any kind of Mongol— 
Chinese, Siamese, Korean, or what not, 
without exciting suspicion, but the Rus- 
sian never fails to give the impression 
of being the wily secret snatcher.

Farmers Say They Intend To Plant 


All They Can Gather—Horses 
and Mules Are Now Being 
‘Bought in Great 
Numbers.

Jackson, Miss., Febryary |.—(Special.)— 
In spite of the strong pleas being made 
for diversified crops, and ominous warn- 
inge that the staple is not likely to hold 
et high prices next season, the farmers 
of Mississippi are going steadily ahead 
with their preparations for the planting 
season, and the indicaflons are that they 
will pitch the largest cotton crop in the 
state’s history. 


From practically every county in the 
State where cotton is the principal crop 
come reports of preparations to plant a 
Jargely increased acreage during the com- 
ing crop. year, and it seems that every 
available acre of land will be put to the 
fileecy staple. This outlook is further 
borne out by the heavy fertilizer sales, 
and is more clearly revealed in the vol- 
ume ef loans being made by the banking 
institutions, and the cash and provision 
advances made to croppers and share 
renters. 

This tendency of the farmers is natu- 
rally to be expected when ~otton is climb- 
ing toward the 17-cent mark, and visions 
appear ef bulging purses and plethoric 
bank actounts when the season's 
crep is gathered. The desire to,revel in 
wealth is natural, regardless of the ele- 
ment of great uncertainty being advanced 
as an argumént against over-produc- 
tion. Planters who sold off their crop 
early in the season are now seeing a few 
of their more prudent and business-like 
neighbors hauling a few bales of cotton 
to market and receiving from $80 to $100 
per bale therefor, and an element of pure 
envy enters their souls when they read 
of a big sale of cotton which took place 
at Forest last- week, a Meridian firm buy- 
ing 1,020 bales from a local merchant for 
672,500, the merchant realizing a net 
profit of $14,000 on the transaction. 

More mules and horses are being ship- 
ped into Mississippi this year than ever 
before known during the preparations for 
a cotton season, and fancy prices are be- 
ing paid for the animals, especially the 
mules, which are now at top-notch quo- 
tations. Wegoens, plows and other farm 
mplements are being sold like hot cakes 
by the retail merchants, and the ofl mills 
are finding heavy sales for seed for 
planting purposes. 


*Working To Get Labor. 

Strenuous efforts are being put forth by 
the planters to obtain extra labor supply, 
and this is the greatest obstacle being 
encountered. Some labor agents, howev- 
er, are meeting with success in bringing 
negroes by the car load from Alabama 
and the Carolinas, their principal desti- 


Ration being the rich and fertile delta. 


Mississippi realized about $70,000,000 
from her cotton crop during the year 
just closed, and in addition raised an 
abundant crop of corn, hay and forage, 
sufficient to keep the live stock over win- 
ter without making purchases from 
northern and western states. The great- 
est fear now is that the farmers will lose 
their heads and neglect the grain crops 
this season, rendering it necessary to buy 
corn and meat next year from foreign 
markets. 

“I am going to plant all the cotton I 
can gather,” is the almost universal mot- 
to of the Mississippi farmer today, and if 
it is strictly followed and fair success is 
met with during the season the state’s 
yield, when the figures are footed up at 
the elose of another year, will be some- 
thing wonderful to contemplate, 

A great deal of new land in the delta 
has been cleared during the winter and 
practically all of this will be pitched to 
cotton. 


Five Hundred New Bills. 

Since the legislature convened nearly 
five hundred bills have been introduced 
in the two houses. This number, at least, 
will be reached before the end of the 
week. 

Aside from the duplicate measures and 
bills bearing a silimarity to each other, 
which are either unfavorablyv’reported or 
returned in the form of substitutes, it is 
fortunate for the people of Mississippi 
that a very small percentage of the pend- 
ing measures will be enacted into law. 
The legislature has been in session three 
weeks, only a half dozen measures have 
been signed by the governor, and not 
over a dozen wil] be in readiness fo, his 
signature during the present week, 

The promptness with which the work- 
img committees have squelched the life 
out of a large majority of the bills in- 
troduced is a highly gratifying indica-

more place on the statute books than 
they would be entitled to in the holy 
writ.

Body Found in Swamp. | 

The remains of Ernest A. Penick, a 
well-known citizen of Yazoo City, who 
disappeared from his home several days 
since, have been found in Panther creek 
swamp, and the body bears signs showing | 
that he was foully assassinated by un- 
known parties. 

When the news of the death of Ber hus- 
bend was conveyed to Mrs. Penick, who 
was then in bed with an attack of 
pneumonia, she steadily grew worse and 
died a few hours later. Three little chil- 
dren are left orphans by this double 
tragedy, one of whom is a mute child. 

Penick had been shot in the back of 
the head with a heavy charge of squirrel 
shot. The body had then evidently been 
dragged to the swamp and partly con- 
cealed. The coroner’s jury has returned - 
a verdict of “death at the hands of un- 
known partiés.”’ 

The deceased had a number of bitter 
enemies, and suspicion naturally points 
to several of these. An interesting phase 
of the tragedy is the fact that Penick 
was charged a few years ago with the 
murder of his father, but the evidence 
against him was unsufficient and he was 
released. 


Lone Highwayman Does Work. 

Word reaches the Jackson authorities 
of a highway robbery in Simpson county 
in which a big haul was made by a lone 
highwayman who has thus far succeeded 
in eluding the officers. sg 

Jesse Gates, a Rankin county citizen, 
living in the Puckett neighborhood, had 
traveled from Mendenhall to Weatiiersby 
seeking a location for q business enter- 
prise he wags about to launch, While 
wandering about the streets of the little 
town after dark in an intoxicated condi- 
ion he was held up and relieved of a 
wallet containing $3,000. 

No clew whatever to the identity of 
the robber has been secured. The citi- 
zens of Weathersby believe that it was 
the work of a stranger who was in town 
that night, and boarded a northbound/ 
train for Jackson shortly after the hour 
when Gates states that the robbery oc- 
curred, 


May Extend to Memphis. 

Since the supreme court in its decision 
of last Monday declared the sale of the 
Itta Bena branch of the Southern rail- 
way to the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 
road null and void because of its viole- 
tion of the constitutional provision 
against the consolidation - of par- 
allel and competing lines, the people of 
Greenwood have launched a movement 
to induce the Southern railway to ex- 
tend the Itta Bena branch from Webb, 
the present terminus, to Memphis, thus 
forming another line in the spider web 
of tracks threugh the delta. The Green- 
wood board of trade has taken the mat- 
ter up, and promise to undertake the 
work of securing the right of way free 
of charge if the company will extend the 
line. 

The Greenwood citizens are also en- 
deavoring to secure the construction of 
an electric interurban line from that place 
to Belzoni, the terminus of the Yazoo and 
Missi¢sippf Valley branches, and the mat- 
ter will be consjdéred at a mass meeting 
to be held in Greenwood on the 9th of 
February. 1 


Whitecaps Reap Whirlwind. | 

The people of Franklin county, who 
have been engaging in the whitecapper 
outrages for the past year or so, are now 
reaping the fruits of their folly. A new 
farming season is at hand, and it is im- 
possible to induce negro laborers to go 
to that section for love or money. Fancy 
wages are being offered to induce negro 
immigration to Franklin’ county, but 
without any degree of successful result. 

The consequence will be thousands of 
untilled acres in the county during the 
coming year and a long train of evils 
are following in the wake of the lawless 
conduct that has been carried on by 
white men under the guise of enforcing 
law and order. 

In Amite county and gome sections of 
Lincoln the situation Is equally as bad, 
The negroes have steadily drifted out of 
the three counties, going to the cane 
flelds of Louisiana, the rich plantations 
of the delta or the saw mills-of south 
Mississippi, until today the three coun- 
ties lack at least 80 per cent of the labor 
they need to properly till the soll and 
raise the usual crops, 


Increase in Infanticide. 

The crime of infanticide, heretofore 
somewhat unknown in Mississippi, espe- 
cially among the whites, seems to be on 
the increase, Within the past two days 
the bodies of two murdered babies have 
been found by the Jackson police, and a 
similar find igs reported from Aberdeen, 
where the dead body of a young child 
was found in the yard of a citizen living 
in the narthern part of town. In neither 
of the three instances have clews been 
found to the identity of the pérpetrators.

Hous Passes Gill To Establish 
~ Southeastern Ditision 


New Division Will Be Part of North- 
ern Circuit, with Headquarters 
at Albany—Several Coun- 
ties Are Taken from 
Southern Circuit. 


Washington, Februery § 1!.—(Special.)— 
The house today passed the bill of Judge 
Griggs, providing for the sitting of cir- 
cult and district coums at Albany, by 
the establishment of the southwestern 
division of the northern judiciary circuit. 
This new division is to be made up of 
counties from both the northern and 
southern districts, as follows: 

From the northern district: Clay, Early, 
Quitman, Randolph, Terrell, 
Webster. 

From the southern district: Baker, Cal- 
houn, Dougherty, Lee, Mitchell and 
Werth. . 

The bill provides that Judge Newman 
shail hold terms of court at Albany 
on the second ‘Mondays in June and De- 
cember of each year. Suitable rooms 
and accommodations for the court are 
to be furnished free of expense to the 
government. The clerk and marshal 
and other officers of the northern dis- 
trict are to perform the duties going 
with their offices in the new division 
provided that the court may appoint a 
new deputy clerk if necessary. ‘This, it 
wil] be seen, transfers Baker, Calhoun, 
Dougherty, Lee, Mitchell and Worth 
from the southern to the northern dis- 
tricts.

Secretary. < 


Washington, February !.—Ex-Governor 
William H. Taft tovk, the oath of office 
ag secretary of war. today and at once 
entered on his new duties. 

The ceremonies took place in the large 
reception room attached to the secre- 
tary’s apartments in the war department 
and the transfer of the portfolio from 
Mr. Elihu Root to ex-Governor Taft, 
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while simple, was more impressive than 
any similar event in many years. 

Before noon, the appointed hour, Gov- 
ernor Taft came over to the department 
from his hotel with a little party of per- 
sonal friends and of some of his immedi- 
ate family. These included Mr. Charles 
B. Taft and Miss Wildy, of Cincinnati, 
and Mr. H. W. Taft, of New York; T. 
R. Wilfley, attorney general for the 
Philippines, and J. G. Schmidlapp, of 
Cincinnati, persomal friends of the gov- 
ernor. They were ushered into Secretary 
Root’s office, where the retiring secre- 
tary, in a few well chosen words, and 
with a geod deal of feeling, surrendesed 
his portfolio to Governor Taft. 

The party then proceeded to the recep- 
tion room, when General Chaffee, chief 
of staff, in uniform, took charge of cere- 
monies. The room was cleared of all ex- 
cept the participants in the induction and 
the party of friends and members of the 
general staff. Governor Taft and Secre- 
tary Root took their places at the long 
table where stood John Randolph, a no- 
tary, who administered the oath to the 
incoming secretary. Yhen there were con- 
gratulations for Secretary Taft and good- 
byes for Secretary Root. 

Every army officer on duty ir Wash- 
ington was alligned at the doorway and 
the brilliantly uniformed column passing 
before the retiring and incoming secre- 
taries formed a splendid spectacle. The 
heads of bureaus ard all of the employees 
of the war department were admiited and 
introduced. The. ex-secretary expects to 
leave Washington tonight for New York.

Multi-Millionaire Severs His 
Connection with the Steel

New York, February !.—John D. Rocke- 
feller has tendered his resignation as a 
director of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 

The following was given out at the 
offices of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration today: 

“New York, January 14, 1904.—My Dear 
Sir: I lyreby tender my resignation as 
a member of the board of directors of 
the United States Steel Corporation. It 
has not been convenient for me to attend 
the meetings of the board. My interest 
in the company is represented on the 
board by my son, and I hope the vacancy 
occasioned by my resignation can be 
filled to the advantage of the company 
by some one who can personally attend 
the meetings. 

“JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER.” 

The following statement was made on 
behalf of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration: . 

‘Much as every one interested regretted 
the resignation of Mr. Rockefeller, we 
must acknowledge the force of the reason 
he assigns for his action, and must re- 
spect his wishes. Probably acceptance 
will be made at the regular meeting of 
the board on Tuesday, the 2d inst. Many 
of the directors expressed a’ desire to 
have Henry Phipps selected to fill the 
vacancy, and it is expected he will be 
unanimously elected, and he will ac- 
cept.”

GEORGIA WINS 
FIRST POINT 


Federal Supreme Court 
Grants Permission. for 
Filing Suit. 


Permission to file the bill of the state 
of Georgia against the state of Tennes- 
see in regard to the alleged destruction of 
vegetation near Lucktewn, Tenn., by the 
fumes of the coppe furnaces located 
there, has been granted by the supréme 
court of tne United States. 

Attorney General Hart, of Georgia, and 
Associate Counsel Ligon Johnson, of At- 
lanta, anpeared before that tribunal yes- 
terday and argued the motion, and the 
cOurt announced thereafter that the mo- 
tion was granted, The bill was filed at 
once, and within the next few months 
the final hearing and the evidence will 
be had and submitted. Since the bill 
was allowed to be filed and since the 
court entertained jurisdiction, many peo- 
ple in this state consider that more than 
half the victory has been won. This was 


ithe first case of the kind that hag ever 


been considered by the supreme court, 
and the grounds upon which it was found- 
ed are.novel in many particulars, men- 
tion of which was made in The Constil- 
tution last week. Should Georgia win 
the case, {t will mean that two of the 
largest corporations in Tennessee and 
Great Eritain will lose an investment of 
something like $2,000,000, unless sOme 
method different from the present one of 
abstracting the copper from the crude 
ore is discovered. Should the state lose, 


it will mean the loss of about 20 or 30. 


square miles of territory in the coun- 
ties surrounling the location of the fur- 
naces. 

Much care was exercised by the attorney 
general and Mr. Johnson in the prepara- 
tion of the pleadings, as it was recog- 
nized that the case would be a land- 
mark in the litigation between estates, and 
that the principle of interstate con- 
tests and the sovereignty of states in 
connection with suits between themselves 
would be settled by the decision of the 
court: | 

First Decision a Victory. 

The decision of the court in admitting 
the pleadings at all is considered to 
mean that Georgia has won more than 
half the victory and local attorneys are 
watching the matter with the greatest 
interest, ‘ae it is thought that there will 
be no difficulty In presenting evidencs to 
eustain the contentions of this ‘state. 

Additional interest 1s lent to the matter 

by~the fact that Gerrgia has for almost 
one hundred years brought the cases he- 
fore the supreme court of the United 
States which have determined points of 
national importance. This state was the 
cause of the adoption of the eleventh 
amendment to the constitution, and 
should it win the present contention it 
will have added one more to its long 
string of victories In interstate litiga- 
tion. ‘ 
It is said to be probable’ that tn the 
event of a victory by Georgia, North 
Carolina will also bring suit in the same 
manner, as that state is suffering from 
the same causes that have induced Geor- 
gia to go to court with a sister state. 

Three or four counties in Geergia are 
almost devastated, it is alleged, by the 
fumes from the copper works, and num- 
bers of people have passed through At- 
lanta on their way to the west to seek 
homes where there are no such menaceg 
to health and property. 

April 15 and ths two or three days suc- 
ceeding wil} tell the story, and the result 
wil] be watched here and throughout 
the staite and the nation with the utmost 
interest.

PROVED ABORTIVE 


Its Realization Primary Cause of 
Stagnation in Stocks. 


BODY OF MARKET WAS INERT 


Outside of a Handful of Active | 
Stocks the Dealings Were In- 
significant and Changes 
Were Almost Im- 


percéptible. 


New York, February !.—All of the in- 
terest in today’s stock market centered in 
a handful of active stocks moved by 
considerations special to themselves and 
having no bearing on general financial 
conditions. The body of the market was 
inert and listless. Dealings were insig- 
nificant and changes were almost imper- 
ceptible. The primary cause of the stag- 
nation undoubtedly was the realization, 
sharpened by the general review of last 
week's events in the market, that the 
January boom had proved abortive, and 
that speculative interest had balked at 
the leadership seeking to attract it into 
the purchase of stocks. The condition 
of banking accounts and the expectation 
of a check to the accumulation of re- 
serves in New York is @ecepted as a 


warning that the period for stimulating 
activity by speculative operations had 
about passed. The portentious figure 
reached by the loan account of the banks 
is in itself calculated to exercise an in- 
timidating effect on speculative operations 
in stocks. The sources of all the bor- 
rowing continues to cause puzzled con- 
jecture. The trfinsfer of loans from 
trust companies to banks, borrowing on 
Sterling collateral, which should be an 
incident of placing the loans in Europe 
and the holding of bond issues awaiting 
a market, are all offered as part expla- 
nation, but altogether seem insufficient 
to appease the sense of doubt caused by 
the figures. It is suggeSted that there 
must be a large floating indebtedness 
carried by railroad and other corporations 
awaiting a favorable opportunity in the 
securities market to be changed to fund- 
ed form: The continued wildness of the 
cotton speculation is a subject of real 
misgiving and the higher cotton prices 
go the more &pprehension is felt that 
there may be some sort of collapse which 
might have collateral effects outside of 
that market. Foreign influences were 
unfavorable to higher prices today and 
London bought early. The selling of 
United States Steel preferred weakened 
the market. This stock came to a pause 
after the announcement that John DPD. 
Rockefeller hias resigned from the direc- 
torate. The speculators in the stock 
have made much of a theory that the 
control of the corporation had passed to 
the Rockefeller interest during its trouble 
in the vicissitudes and were left in a 
State of confusion by this development. 
The break in Brooklyn Transit was help- 
ed by rumors of a bond issue, and other 
local tractions were affected. by the ill- 
ness of William C. Whitney. The strong 
advance in Amalgamated Copper of 2 3-4 
Was due to reports of a judicial decision 
in Montana, which would permit the 
company to collect dividends from its 
subsidiary company, the Boston and Mon- 
tana, which have been tied up by injunc- 
tion ever since the control was acquired. 
The advance in Amalgamated Copper 
checked the GécTine elsewhere, but did 
not bring prices back to the early high 
level. The closing was lifeless but steady.
